AN ACT to pri)vide for the appointment of a Superintendent of Publio '
Property and to define his powers and duties.

Th:feople of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Sen-
ate and Assembly, do enact as follows: ‘ -

§ 1. The Governor shall appoint some suitable per-Gow. to appatt
gon to be known as State Superintendent of Public fent o Publ
Property ; his term of office shall commence at the same Froperty-

time as that of the elective State offizers and shall con-
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tinue for the term of two_years, and until his successor
igappointed and qualified, unless sooner removed by the.
Governor. In case of vacancy from any cause, the
Governor shall fill the vacancy for balance of term.
His compensation shall be one thousand dollars per
anoum, which sum is hereby annually appropriated
out of the treasury of the State, to be paid in the same
manner as the salary of the State officers is paid.

§ 2. The State Superintendent of Public Property
Btate Bapt shall shall before entering upon the discharge of the duties
givevond.  of his office, take and subscribe the oath required by

the constitution ard give a bond to the State of Wis-
consin, in the sum of fifteen thousand dollars with not
less than four sureties, who shall be resident free hold-
ers of this State conditioned for the faithful discharge
of the duties of his office, and for the taithful perform-
ance by all persons employed by him in his office of
their duties, and trusts therein, and that he will deliv-

AN ACT for replenishing the State Library.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
Senate and Assembly, do enact as jollows ;

§ 1. For the purpose of replenishini the State Libra- Appropriation.
ry there is hereby appropriated to His Excellency, Coles
Bashford, Governor of this State, the sum of one thous-
and dollars, to be paid to him by the State Treasurer
out of any money in the treasury not otherwise appro-
priated. The aforesaid sum shall be expended for the Money now ex-
purpose aforesaid under the direction of the Governor, ***'**
n tge following manuer: 1st. It shall be applied: to
the purchase of such of the reports of the Supreme
and Circuit Courts of the United States as are not in
the Library, and to such other reports and standard
elementary and other law works as the Governor shall
think fit. 2d, The remainin§ portion of said sum not
required for the purchase of law books shall be expend-
ed by the State Librarian, in the purchase of such
other (and not law) books as he"$hall deem advisable,
subject to the approval of the Governor: Provided, ,
That no portion of the money hereby appropriated shall
be expended in making the purchase of the books auth-
orized by this act to be purchased ; that no greater sum
than is necessary tor the transportation of the books
ghall be incurred in their transportation.

§ 2. The books aforesaid shall be purchased and
placed in the State Library with all reasonable dispatch.
